The qualifications tot 
voluntary enlistment In time of war 
are no more restricted for service lr 
the new national army than for the 
regular army. 
Such alien non derlar 
ants are virtually volunteers. 
“The selective service act provider 
for their registration; but it did not 
regard thew as under any liability tc 
serve, and it therefore gave them full 
liberty to claim exemption when called 
by local boards. Now that Information,
